‘ooard of commerce, followed with a 
pleA afi^ainst the Introductloa of Huch 
“ revoUitlonary tneasure^” as proposed 
by the man from Texas 


Mr. Wooten gave the essence of the 
Texa* statute In the following para- 
gr*Dh of his sp:3ech: 


“I t is folly to complain of trusts and 
suppress pools and combinations be­ 
tween several corporations, and at the 
K same time permit the formation of 
' iiogle corporations with a lartrer capi­ 
tal than any syndicate yet known. The 
fact is all such consolidated corporate 
enterprises are simply trust;* in dis­ 
guise. and are so declared by the re­ 
cent Texas statuts, and they ought to 
be rendered Impossible by allowing no 
oomnany to be chartered for anj* other 
than a quasl-public purpose.”
